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U.S. Dollar Drops

TheU. S. dollar dropped again 


on 
the 
Frankfurt 
foreign 


currency market today as 
trading resumed after four 
European governments took 
weekend action to end the dollar 
crisis. 


Dealers in Frankfurt quoted 


the dollar at 3.51 marks shortly 
after trading began, four points 
below Friday's closing and 15 
points below the previous of- 
ficial rate of 3.66 to the dollar. 


The West German govern- 


ment decided Sunday night to 
set the mark free to be traded at 
the market price without 
government intervention to peg 
a 
rate. 
Chancellor 
Willy 


Brandt's cabinet hoped the 
action would stem the inflow of

dollars 
it

aggravated domestic inflation 
and

speculators last week to ex- 
change dollars for marks in 
anticipation of the upward 
revaluation. 


While the government did not 


officially revalue the mark 
because it did not set a new rate, 
its action of allowing it to 
"float" 
in effect 
was a 


revaluation. 


The German move brought 


immediate similar action in 
Switzerland, Austria and the 
Netherlands. 
But 
Britain, 


France and Italy says they 
would make no changes. 


There was much confusion on 


the Frankfurt market about the 


meaning of the Bonn Govern- 
ment's action. One dealer 
reported: "Every possible in- 
terpretation is being cited in 
dealers' circles right now, and 
nobody knows what to do. As a 
matter of fact, we feel that even 
the Bundesbank doesn't really 
know." The Bundesbank is the 
West German central bank. 


Switzerland revalued its franc 


upward 7 per cent. The move in 
effect devalued the dollar, which 
has been weakened by years of 
deficits in the U. S. balance of 
payments. The dollar now will 
buy 4.08 Swiss francs instead of 
4.37. 


Austria boosted its schilling 


by 5.05 per cent, making the 
dollar worth only 24.75 schillings 
instead of 26.

Fellows, Lodge No. 76 of Red 
Bluff, paid recognition to the 
founder of the first lodge in the 
United States when it conferred 
the second degree on five 
members at the meeting con- 
ducted by the noble grand, Earl 
Clark. 


Receiving the degrees were 


Dale Boster, Daniel Dempsey, 
Chuck Erixon, Eugene Hoofard 
and Ray Ross. 


Odd Fellows and the sister 


Rebekah lodges, which now 
number more than a million 
members in the United States 
and 17 foreign countries, it was 
noted, was begun on the No. 
American continent April 26, 
1819 
in Baltimore, Md., by 


Thomas Wildey and four other 
Odd Fellows from England. 


The Rebekah branch was the 


first 
women's 
fraternal 


organization to be organized in 
the world, and members par- 
ticipate in IOOF affairs. 


Since the order was founded, 


financial assistance has been 
given to eight million members, 
including 
600,000 widowed 


families. Some $4.2 million is 
spent annually for relief of 


members in keeping with one of 
its aims, "to safeguard mem- 
bers and families in times of 
adversity 
and aid those in 


distress." 


The Odd Fellowship was 


among the first organizations to 
work to reunite the North and 
South after the Civil War. 


Originators of the home for 


the aged concept, they now have 
64 homes valued at about $18 
million to care for aged mem- 
bers and children of deceased 
members. 


It was also noted that over 


15,000 high school students have 
received all expense paid tours 
to the United Nations and that a 
yearly "Pilgrimage" is paid to 
the Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldiers. It is the only fraternal 
organization allowed to place 
wreaths on the Tomb.

Give the other person the 
opportunity to identify himself 
before you get into a jam. 


And speaking of identification,

It is 
never wise to give any in- 
formation about yourself until 
you know who the caller is.

characters who use the phone to 
line up prospects for everything 
from sales to burglary.

Activities For National Hospital 
Week Planned By St. Elizabeth 


COMING TO RED BLUFF — A wingless aircraft called a lifting body will be displayed by the 
United States Air Force in Red Bluff this week. The aircraft is a promising prospect for future 
earth-orbit shuttle. 
Air Force Will Display Model 
Space Craft At Riverside Plaza 


A life-size model of a lifting 


body will be on display at 
Riverside Plaza shopping center 
parking lot tomorrow through 
Saturday. 


A lifting body is a wingless 


craft 
which 
derives 


aerodynamic lift from the shape 
of its fuselage alone. It may 
replace the parachute-descent 
atmosphere re-entry system 
now used by astronauts. 


Both the U. S. Air Force and 


the National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration 
are 


presently developing manned 
lifing bodies to test this concept. 


The Air Force's lifting body, 


the rocket-powered X-24, is 
designed 
to explore flight 


characteristics at speeds from 
above 1,000 miles per hour down 
through landing speeds of below 
200 miles per hour. 


First test flights, which are 


planned for later this year, will 
be conducted without rocket 
power. The pilot will maneuver 
the craft in a powerless glide to 
a landing at the Air Force Flight 
Test Center at Edwards AFB. 


On later flights, the X-24 will 


be hurled to an altitude of 100,000 
feet by its 8,000 pound thrust 
Thiokol XLR-11 rocket engine. 
The pilot will then shut off the 
engine and maneuver the craft 
back to earth. 


The X-24 is 24 feet long and 10 


feet h?gh with a span of nearly 14 


feet. It is constructed primarily 
of aluminum alloy and stainless 
steel and weighs 10,700 pounds 
fueled. 


Future uses of lifting bodies 


may include ferrying crews and 
supplies to space stations, 
satellite inspection and repair, 
and space rescue. 


The model to be displayed 


does not represent any specific 
existing vehicle, but will provide 
visitors a visual impression of a 
space travel concept. The 
exhibit, which is sponsored 
jointly by Riverside Plaza 
merchants and the U. S. Air 
Force, will be open from 9:30 a. 
m. to 6 p. m. daily. 


With more than 1.5 million

Understatement has never been the hallmark of American 


political debate; the public is inclined to take exaggeration for 
granted, and, in fact, to regard it as good, clean fun for everybody. 
But in volatile times like the present, extravagant statements 
easily slip into demagoguery. 


Item: The state president of the United Republicans of 


California, a fringe group far out in right field, said over the last 
weekend in Fresno thai Mr. Nixon is leading the nation toward an 
"iron dictatorship*' that would be "a little less heavy-handed than 
the Hitlerian style." And furthermore, said the UROC leader, Mr. 
Nixon formerly belonged to the "subversive" Council on Foreign 
Relations, "the action arm of the Fabian socialist group in this 
country." 


Item: Meeting in Washington, Americans for Democratic 


Action, an organization more or less left of center, also had 
something to say about the President. The ADA urged Congress to 
"institute impeachment proceedings against Richard M. Nixon on 
the grounds of high crimes committed by him." 


Something may be said, perhaps, in behalf of UROC. Its 


leaders and its membership would indignantly reject the label 
intellectual as a smear and nobody has considered bringing that 
accusation against the group. ADA is a certified body of in- 
tellectuals, its leadership numbering distinguished academics as 
well as former government officials of notable rank. 


But emotion unchecked is a powerful solvent, and the mind of 


the intellectual is not immune to its action. It obviously worked 
with objective neutrality on the ADA and UROC; hence the ADA 
pushes a perfectly legal but frivolous and mischievous resolution to 
impeach the President, while UROC talks of the President in terms 
of a dictatorship and Hitter. 


William J. McGill, President of Columbia University, recently 


spoke of a "form of verbal pollution more destructive to the quality 
of our environment than smog, boiling sea water and jet noise." He 
was referring to campus rhetoric; he could direct his remarks to 
off-campus adult Americans without having to change a word.

Exhuming The Fundamentals

WASHINGTON—It isn't often 


that this column finds anything 
on which it can agree with the 
Soviet Union. But the Russians 
do have a valid and just point 
when they insist that the U. S. 
government provide adequate 
protection for Soviet diplomats 
and embassy personnel in this 
country. 


Recently, I had great dif- 


ficulty 
in 
contacting 
by 


telephone an acquaintance in 
the Soviet Embassy here. The 
difficulty sprang from the fact 
that the two telephone numbers 
he had given me had been 
changed. Over lunch, I men- 
tioned this to him and he said the 
embassy numbers are changed 
often because of the large 
number of crank, obscene and 
threatening calls. 


The Soviet embassy here has 


been the brunt of several attacks 
in the past two years. The 
personnel cannot move around 
the city for fear of being set upon 
by kooks or others who do not 


agree with the Soviet ideology. 
Trade missions from Russia and 
other groups from that country 
have been hounded, threatened, 
molested in trying to move 
around the U S. on official 
business. 


So it was 
entirely un- 


derstandable when the Soviet 
government warned that it may 
not be able to guarantee the 
safety of American diplomats in 
Moscow. The warning came 
after a long series of anti-Soviet 
attacks and demonstrations in 
this country—and was ob- 
viously an effort by Moscow to 
make Washington see how 
deeply its diplomats in America 
feel threatened. 


THE WARNING also reflects 


the Soviet inability to see why 
the U. S. government can't 
simply shut off the demon- 
strations with quick trials and 
long 
prison 
sentences—an 


inability 
which 
many 


Americans also fail to un- 
derstand. 


In the United Nations the 


Soviet Union recently demanded 
prosecution of the militant 
Jewish Defense League (JDL) 
for an attack that injured a 
Russian 
diplomat 
and 


frightened his sleeping son in- 
side the Soviet Mission to the 
UN. The Soviet Union then 
warned it could no longer 
guarantee the safety of some 400 
Americans living in Russia, 
suggesting 
that Americans 


might suffer retaliation for what 
the Soviets called "Zionist ex- 
tremists," referring to the JDL. 


During a two-day protest by 


the JDL, members 
installed 


themselves on a balcony of a 
synagogue facing the Soviet 
Mission to the UN. They kept up 
the protest day and night, 
yelling slogans, swearing loudly 
in Russian and English, and 
calling the Russians vile names. 


Inside the mission, one of the 


protesters behaved in an in- 
sulting manner toward the wife 
of a mission staff member. And 
even when there was physical 
violence, the Russians said, "the 
policemen at the scene turned 


aside 
pretending 
not 
to 


notice..." 


IT IS just this sort of tolerance 


that the Russians do not, cannot 
understand. And just as in- 
comprehensible is the fact that 
when a few arrests are made, 
the offenders are immediately 
set free and right away take up 
their stance again. 


In all fairness, it must be 


pointed out that about a year ago 
President Nixon did call for and 
get extra policemen assigned to 
the 
foreign embassies in 


Washington. From all accounts, 
these new policemen are doing a 
good job. 


What is still lacking and 


showing no signs 
of im- 


provement is a tougher attitude 
on the part of the courts. 
Protesters who invade em- 
bassies and UN missions, injure 
diplomats and frighten small 
children should not be released 
on $10 or $25 bail to resume their 
mischief. Stiff prison sentences 
are needed to put a stop to this 
nonsense.
